In a, case brought 
by tho Coronado Coal Co., ot Ark- 
ansas, as the result of strike riots 
In.1914, in which miners are alleged 
to'have caused great damage in tho 
mines, the court held, that 
labor 


unions can be sued for damages, auu 
that heads ot the unions can be held 
responsible for any illegal acts of 
the union members, if the act re- 
sulted from orders issued by the 
leaders. Tho decision was generally 
regarding aa limiting the activities 
of strikers and organized labor con- 
sidered it a blow to Us rights. 


In other important decisions, tho 


Supremo Court declared uuconutitu- 
tkmal the Child labor law, upheld 
tho packer control law, knocked out 
parts of the Grain Future Trading 
acts, strengthened the 
prohibition 


law In several decisions and hand- 
ed down decisions affecting score* 
of state laws. 


The government has made 
big 


strides toward governmental econo- 
my during the year, cutting the fed- 
eral budget for tho next year down 
to about $3,000,000,000, or more 
than $800,000/100 under appropria- 
tions for the current year.
